QUILTS AND CUSHIONS.

The Patobwork Bod Coverlox Agaln Coming
Iu Faahlon—Tho Now Cushlans.

With the use of iron bedstends and the old.
fushloned bedsteads of our grandmolbers,
when such can be ohlained, has come also the
patchwork quilt, Some of those nre being
fashioned from prints in ths patierns eur molh-
ars and granamothers uwsedg und others are
wade from linen, In white und colors. A very
serviceablo ono‘ls made from Lurkey red and
white eotton cloth. This is made In strips and
the stripa con easily be put together on the na-
chine,. Cut white squares of about thren
Inches and half squares of red and white o
such a size that when n red and white half
squars aro sewod towether to make a square it
will be the exact slze of the wholo white squire,
Ful the lirst row Logether with nllernate sgunres
of the plaln white ana (he red and white. Make
the next row of plain red squnres alternating
with the red and white ones. Sow the strips
togethior *o (hat a plain squaro shall aiwnys
voine heslde the one made of the {wo half

uares, A coarse white lace or Knelted cotton
fringe makes n auitahle finigh for the edzen nad
auch a quilt neod not boe Hoed If the seams are
felled down on the wrong slile,

A quilt of the natlonal eolors s ln high favor
Just now, Those are ususlly mede in what s
generally known as “log eabin™ pattern. Cul
cotion cioth about eight inches square. In the
caentre of the sguare husio n tiny flag, cutting off
ane and so that it will be square.” On esol of
the four sldes sew o one-inch strip of white coi-
ton cloth, Al the pleres ahonld bo sewed on in
this way. Put the two edges togethor in the
wame manner that velveteen would be held on
the bottom of n skirt, Hew the edyes Logeiher
and turn the lagt plece sawed on over on the
cotton foundation and baste It down with long
stitohes. When the four pieces hiave heon put
around the Nag wll the odges of thy flng will,
of course, be covel neath. Around the row
af white put a row of furkey
that o row of blue bunting. Then begin with
the white ?liu, and continue untll the squars
in filled. Few the mru tmrel.lmr on_ the
wrang side, and llne quilt with red. white,
and blue hnnting. Bind the eodge with red,
while, and blue ribbon, or mnke loops of the vl
bon nod plues them at regulnr intervils on thros
sides of the guilt, Hke o fringe.

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INDIA'S LACQUERED BRASS,

NEW THINGS BROUGHT OUT IN THE
MORADABAD WARFE,

The SNHL of Bast Endins Artisass Birected by
Amrrirmn Intelligonce—Boantirs of Vorm,
Peslgn, and Coloring—Advaniages of the
Mupnres Ware—Shelf and Mantel Oranmernin

A novelly ln shelf and mantel ornamonts Is
the lacquersd brass Mormdabad ware, In fts
origitinl, Aine-graven patterns in black and brick
rod and dark blue, with only a Hitle of the brass
groundwork showing through, the ware (s
familinr in the market, but the nowest imporias
tions ahotw n fresh, grass greot, with the orhne
mental work traced out in less conservative pat-
teran than formerly. The green ware is livoller
thun e vrodocessors, and comes fa nll the
quaint archaic shapes, and han Lhe same sabtly
emblomatio decorations to distingnish It, Greon
bolng In high favor for furnishings for all de
scriptions Just now, from tables, chalra, and
sofas up to wall hanginge and window deapery,
the importers of cabinet pieces, vasos and the
like bave urged Lhe East Indian designers to
fadhion semething “In their peeuliar line that
woull accord with this popular color scheme,

Moradabad ware s not expemsive. It ean
stand any amount of knocking about and show
small slgn of the ordeal. Walters, perfume
Jarw, lota Jars (In Imitation of the enrthenwaro
waler holdera that the Hingooa earry on their
heads or shoulders), Gothle-looking plteher
vases, and boautifully turned drinking cups
and decanters are shawn in the collection. Only
vines, leaves, flowor facos, and arabesque pats
terns are employed In the decoration. There is
ngne of the grotesqne buman pagan Ogures
nud curlous flah and bird limages common In
Kast Indian designs, but the shape and the
coloring and, mbove nll, the method of worke
manship, stamp these brass sppointmentis as
KEastern, hand made, and entirely individunl
Five dollars will secure a vaso with a slim, tube-
ke throst and bunds of etched folinge about
the hulging bow), nll glinting and corrugated in
gleaming groea nnd gold, Parhaps Just next to
It on the sholf In w vase with a slanler, stemns
shaped base, swelling out into a bowl, pelalled
and curved over at Lthe lips like s lily or an
orchid., The contour and harmony of proportion
huve always been charmn of this native East
Indin moetal work, and now American progress
hns ndded color, Anything more refreshing to
the color sonse, and more satiafying to tho form
sense, than one of Lhese slim-throated pltchor
vases, with the lp flattened out liko = hipd's
bill, the handle srched over in serpent curves,
and the buke delleately r led and g led,
it would be binrd to lmagine. The snmo Go.hie-
shaped pltchor vase s quaint and atiractive In
the old-style brass ware, fretted over In a pat-
tern of sombre black and gold, the black pre-
dominating, the decoration wholly secondary to
the form and proportion; bul, developed In
glowiug green with arabesque patterns banded
about it, it bud a new charm.

All the antique English models have been
duplleated in this Kast Indian ware. A set of
egg cups, like an hour glass Inshapo, sixin s
elrele on a waiter, each rimmed in an Individunl
framing and with a Gothic handle to HIL by, Is
one of Lthe newest deslgus. Thin appliance I
enually protty In brick red and blue, brick red
and biack, or blue and black, rlmmed and inter-
laged with gold, Frames for medalllons, for
etehings, or for rare Hitle pen akeiches nre now
meude of Moradabad ware, They nre mountod
on easels, and, although swall, the characteris-
tic workmanship shows out to advantige on
them, ‘These and the ink wells and paper
holders aro Instances of concessions to mod-
ern usage that the American lmporier Is
now in o position to demund, The natives who
work palnstakingly at the mouldihg and Incquer-

ing of these things had never seen pholograph
frumes ond  up-to-date wriling apphiances
until the models they were ta work from were
put into their bands by the factory contractor.
There is seant chance o show dsinty lurning
and eurving and finely modelled contour in thesn
everyday, practical pioces, but the lacquering
and coloring nre done with the samo exact care,
and about the top of the Ink well, the ends of
tho rack, or the stand on which it Is mount-
ed, there groeps ip o litle of the barbarie nut-
uralness of design that ts innate in these mould-
era and lucquerers,

* The work on this Moradabad wars might be
olassod in with enamel work but that the luc-
quering in ot transparent ke enamel,” said an
importer. "' The same laborious, tedious proc-
eas iskmployed in Incquering as in ensmelling,
the patlern buelng chiselled out by hand on the
alloy, and then flled in later to be burnisbed
oter and NMinished off. The native workers dun’t
g0k more than o few centa a day for their work.
Uriginally the Moradabad townspeople, thoe
artists and tho master workers and those who
worked under them, were the only ones to pro-
duce this pecultar brass lacquersd work, Thoy
iad only n fow distinotive sha which were
of grent beauty, slmple and natural, takon from
thefforms of anlmal andvogetable life aboutithem,
to model (vom, und they decorated these articles
in only twoor three pitterus, which were vory
small, more on the order of checks or finaly
cronsed lines, with no leading ldoa to give char-
acter and distincilon. About twenty gﬂu‘l ngo
the English Importers, attracted by the bonuly
of these notive-made brass ornaments, made nt
that tiime generally for use In the housebolds of
groat Kast lodian families, investlgnted the
mgthods of Lhe workers, and an o result estab-
lished n factory for turning out goods of like
mnke for sile In the oulside world, They
gave the wartists Eoglish models of overy-
doy use to copy from, snd gradually they

urged on  them the advantage of using
more pronounced patterps for the lscguer-

GAELIC THE COMING V4D,

The Nobility and Even Roynlly Are Uis Pores
teen In Great Nritaln and o Womns Bas
Come Mors Lo Fet 1l Gslug—Why Americans
Khould Take It Up—lils Powerful Oaths.

A now fad {nto be planted In New York, and
since it (s an English fad, and comes with the
manction not only of nohility but of royalty,
there secros to be no reason why it ahouldn't
flourish. Mrs. Mabel Munro Lanagan, who rep-
reseiitod Scotland's lterature and song at the
World's Falr, is responsible for the new departs
ure, She In golng to organize Gaolic classes.
There are probably only a few peaple in New
York soclety who know exactly what Gaellc ia;
biit that dogan't make any differonce, for the
Duchessof Fife and the Duke of Argyll and a
howt of other men and women of high degree
have said, * Let there be Gaelie,” and. lo! Lon-
don drawlng rooms are flooded with it.

It is the lJanguage of the Highluud Scoteh and
clasely nakin to the Hinernian, or old Irish,
which was spoken by the Iriah who moved from
Ircland firat to the Channel (sles, and Inter
veonled northern Beotland. Modern Americans
know it chiefly through the passages in William
Binck's novels, where the author appears to
bave hnd a bemorrhage of consonants; but
Highland landed gentry speak it with their
tonants and servants; and many of them are ns
intensely fond of the language of thelr ances-
tors as they are of the tartan of their clana.
Nearly all of the ministera of the Highiand
kirks are able to preach in Gaelic: and, while
there has been no grent woalth of Gaelio lHtera-
ture recovered (since we are not allowed to be-
Heve In Ossian), the little that exists is of strik-
ing benuty.

However, It is through its music that Gaslie
hos stormed the modern English world. The
songs are wondetfully sympathetic, both in
musle and words, and fullof aplaintive minor
pathos that awells at times into splendid bursta
of passion and exultation, that are like & charge
of the Highland clans, Many of the songs have

nok been published and must be learnad hy word
of mouth from the Highlunders theamurlves; hiut
Mrs, Lanagan, who ix hersgolf o Highland wo-
mnn, hwa put w number of the songs into form
and had them published in Falinburgh,

The ** Mohil,” too, has helped the work along.

18 a festival celebrated at midsumuier In some
town of the Highlands; and there nll lovers of
Goelie congregate and disenss questions relnt-
’“f to the language and lternture, The fostlval
brings togetlier %uu?bwct mln from
Gireat Brita!n, and’ ¢ all parts of the world
Gaelic enthusinsts go back to Scotland fur the
meeting. he Duke of Argyll is primo
mover in the Mohd, and there s a largo
Guolle  colony among the most exclunive
London circles; nt It wasn't untll  the
granddaughterof theQueen took to her heart tho
Duke of Fife, and with him all things Soot-
tish, that Gaslicomanis affected court circios,
and did not even respect the awe and rank of

ueen Vietoria herself. Now the London bellon
#lng Gaoclic songs, and practice their aceent
upon the kenrorl mnd fllton when they go to
Heottish shooting boxes for the nntumn,

The servant problem grows more ftangled
every yoar, and tho number of satiafactory
woman asrvants Is bocoming smaller at a rate
that threatons spoedy oxtinetion of the spocies,
At lonst, that is the lnment which the chorus of
housewived sings from worning untll night.
There {# another rafrain which Ia popnlar with
the morvants, which bewalln the pnsaing of
the mistrean of old dave, who kosw that thore
wero limlia to s woman's endurance abd lved
simply i she conldn’t afard to kpop enongh sor=
vants to make claborate living practioable.

It Isn't to ba expected that elther misiress or
mald should look at the sitestion from an vne
prejudiced atandpoint; but the manager of an
employment rgnner, who laviea foos impartinlly
upon the josk and the anjust, and whose life I
A panorania of women In scarch of “girla’ and
“girta In search of pinces, ought to bave nc-
enmulnted atores of wisdom and tobe ableto
discuns the servant guestion with Judicinl ealm,

On Tueaday evenlng two of these winracres,
both women, mot at the house of a friend. One
wan the heall "of & ehurch misslon employmant
bureau dnd theother has charge of a well<known
employment sgency which in run on o filnanclal
instoad of m philanthropic basls. Howover, so
far as the hoatess could Judge by the teatimony
handed in, sacrod and profane employment
bureaus bavea good deal in common; and, being
'n housgkeeper and a wrestler with cooks and
miaids, she was interested in the oracular state-
ments that fell from the lips of the wise. |

* A good many people advaertine for servants,”
putl in the finaucial wise womun, *but that is
simply foollah., Swarms of girls apply—all
kindn of girls—nnd probably nine-tenthn of the
mob ahe has to see aro utterly impossible. Now,
atl arelipble agoncy all that sifting is done for
an omployer. We turn all the riff-raff awny at
sight. Then we look up the reforencos of all
those that woem nt all possible, and that reaults
in another saparating of sheop and goats, It'sa
rort of survival of the fittest, yousce. When
tho employer comes Lo usshe finds a seloctod
number of servants. whose appearanes and
references seem nll right.  She miny eatch s Tar-
tar evon then, but the chances of it aren't so big,
and she bhus been saved alol of wear and tear.”

*The enthusinsm dispinyed by you young fel-
lows in rushing to enllet,” said one, " reminds
mo of the impatieuce nnd high feather with
which tho youngaters of my day hailed the ape
proach of hostilitles with the Confoderatos
You remember how It wae, don't yon, BRI

“Yes," replied the eccond old soldier, smil-
ingly. T thought I wan going down South on a
picaie frolic, and tho only fear 1 had was that It
wouldn’t last long enough—hut it did; v dla,"

“That was the way 1 felt about it,"” continued
the firat voternn, * that is until I got wnder fire,
and then for ten minutes, I'm not asbamed to
canfess, I wan the worst gcored volunteer who
over hankered for war., There wero Lens of
thousands who exporionced (he smme fright,
however, and they were not necessnriiy cowards,
cither.
